A flying 'breech block tore a large 
hole in his side.

until July 30, a year from the date 
of his death.

by the American Woolen company 
to Frederick E. Atteaux were intro- 
duced by the state this morning, at 
the opening of today's session of the 
trial of Atteaux, William Wood and 
Dennis J. Collins. 


The first of the vouchers showed 


the payment of $505 to Atteaux "for 
expenses incurred during the Law- 
rence strike.' This was drawn 
ont 


March 22, 1912. 
Another checK for 


$21.00 was drawn on June 26, this 
being marked "in full for all claims) 
to date." 


The vouchers indicated that the 


payments were authorized by Presi- 
dent Wood. 
Both checks were in- 


dorsed with Atteaux's signature.. 


The exhibits were offered in sup- 


port of the government's claim that 
the defendants conspired wfrth John, 
J. Breen and Ernest Wi. Pitman. to> 
"plant" dynamite in the 
homes of! 
the strikers at Lawrence in order to> 
give the impression 
to the 
public 
that <the strikers contemplated blow- 
ing up the American Woolen com- 
pany's mill. 


The state attemjued to show that 


President Wood was 
involved and 
that the American Woolen company- 
through Wood had helped pay thai 
expense of the conspiracy. 


Edward B. Lynch, paying teller wf 
the Federal Trust company, of this 
city, where Atteaux had funds on. 
deposit took the stand and identifledl 
Atteaux's signature on four or five 
papers which District Attorney J. C. 
Pelletier offered as exhibits. Henry 
F. Hurlburt, of counsel for Mr. Wood 
objected to their admission as evi- 
dence against his client. He argued 
that the exhibits were not competent 
until some connection should be es- 
tablished between the papers and the 
alleged conspiracy. The district at- 
torney replied that the papers would 
speak for themselves and would show 
the payment of money from one de- 
fendant to another. 


Judge Crosby admitted the exhib- 


its with the understanding that they 
would be competent only in the event 
'that some connection 
between the 


papers and the alleged 
conspiracy 


should be established by evidence. 
The district attorney read the pa- 


pers to the iury. One of them was 
the check for $503, drawn on the 
National Shawmut Bank of Boston, 
payable to and endorsed by Atteaux 
and signed "American Woolen com- 
pany, W. A. Currier assistant cash- 
ier." 


Accompanying the check was an 


American Woolen company voucher, 
on which Atteaux's signature appear- 
ed and which was a receipt for $50.%, 
"for 
expenses incurred 
during the 


Ijawrence strike," according to the 
inscription on it. The voucher also 
bore the words "Approved, William 
M Wood, president."

Settling Strikes Without 
" Spilling Blood is Great 


Achievement of Gov. Cox 


The establishing of the policy that violent and brutal means 


are not necessary to settle strikes, undoubtedly, will be placed in 
the-history of the present state administration as its most disting- 
uished achievement. Governor Cox has demonstrated that the Ohio 


militia can be used to better advantage than to shoot .down citizens 
in times when passions are inflamed. His policy in refusing to send 
troops to Akron and Cincinnati to force by brutal means settlements 


of those troubles, demonstrates that if given time disputants are sure 
to find some means of solution without spilling blood. 


With the stubborness that is always engendered by aroused 


anger, the contending forces in Cincinnati were deadlocked. Thou- 
sands of innocent persons who had no part in the conflict suffered 
from lack of transportation facilities and all lines of business were 
paralyzed. The monetary loss to business each day was tremendous. 


When it was thought the contending parties could not be 


brought together to arbitrate their differences, the street railwa> 
company announced it would operate the cars. At this acute stage 
that announcement could have no other effect than to inflame th 
strikers and their sympathizers. There was some violence whei 
cars were run, but no lives were lost and the value of property de- 
stroyed was not great. 


Then came the call to the governor for troops. The state ex 


ecutive had kept in close touch with the situation in the Queen City 
His answer to the request was that there \vas no need at the time 
for soldiers, but he stated there would be no temporizing whei 
troops were actually needed. 


The soldiers were asked for on Saturday of last week. Twf 


days later the strike was settled. Tuesday the cars were running 
and everybody in Ohio, particularly Cinchmatians. were happy. 


And there was no blood shed.

Washington

Washington, May 23. — [Special.] — 


While It l» a long time before the con- 
gre&olonal elections, tliere is a lot of 
talk going on about the prospects of 
tho Democrats retaining control of the 
bouse nest time. That the majority 
party IB somewhat stirred up is shown 
by the fact that already the campaign 
committee is being organized for the 
purpose of getting in early. 


What every party fears Is the re- 


verse following a tariff bill. 
Only 


once in recent years—that is. since tho 
civil war fever abated—has a party 
been able to stem the tide of defeat 
following a tariff revision. 
In 1890 


the Republicans were swamped by a 
tidal wave and the Democrats even 
more so in 1894. The revision of 1897 
was not followed by a defeat for the 
Republicans because of the Spanish 
war, but even with war as an asset 
they only had eighteen majority. The 
revision of 1909 was followed by the 
defeat of 1910. 


What Will Save Them. 


The Democrats believe that they 


will be saved, because, they assert, 
there will be no serious effects as a 
result of the tariff revision. "There 
are three elements in there," remarked 
Congressman Slayden of Texas, point- 
Ing to the house chamber, "working 
for Democratic success—first, the Dem- 
ocrats, though they are not doing much 
except hoping; second, the Republicans, 
and, third, the Progressives. The last 
two elements are doing their best for 
us. Every move they have made, so 
far is to our advantage. 
They will 


overcome what we have done or will 
do to cause defeat next year." 


Not Seeking Work. 


Don't for a minute think that there 


is any number of congressmen champ- 
ing on the bit and tugging at the traces 
In their efforts to get at work on the 
several thousand bills that have been 
piled up In different committee rooms. 
Of course the Democrats were criti- 
cised by the opposition because they 
did not appoint the committees before 
the tariff bill was passed, but when the 
ways and means committee went to 
work there was a deal of "kicking" in 
private conversation. 


"Who wants to sit in committee 


rooms and hold hearings during hot 
weather?" asked a prominent Republic- 
an member. "It's absurd for the Dem- 
ocrats to name the committees and 
keep us here all summer." 


Take It altogether there is a right 


earnest desire on the part of most 
members of all parties to confine the 
spsslon to tariff revision. 


Won't Let Them Forget. 


John FlUgarnld and Jim Mann, al- 


ways good friends, were holding a con- 
versation the other day and mention 
•was made of the Progressives. 


"I am not going to let them forget," 


said Fitzgerald, "that on the first day 
of the session the Progressives une&r- 
took to throttle debate, prevent all dis- 
cussion and deny a man with a certifi- 
cate the right to be sworn in as a 
member of the house. 
They have 


scored me for being in league with the 
Republican machine and a supporter 
of Cannonism, but they never accused 
me of undertaking any such proceeding 
as they tried. And I am going to keep 
them reminded of it." 


Will They Help? 


"Why should any of the Democrats, 


even those representing wool and sug- 
ar states, help out the Republicans 
or the others who are seeking greater 
protection? Will they get any Repub- 
lican votes when they become candi- 
dates for re-election?" 


The question was asked in view of 


what Chauncey Depew pointed out not 
long ago as the fate of men who tried 
to help along some movement not in 
line with their party. There was Nor- 
ris RrSwn, author of and chief pro- 
Jnoter of the income tax amendment, 
defeated; Beverirlge, who voted fre- 
quently with the Democrats on the 
tariff, defeated; Bourne, author of and 
most vehement advocate of the Ore- 
gon idea, defeated in Oregon, and oth- 
ers could be mentioned. 


The fact is these men know th.it 


they will not get votes from the oppo- 
sition, and if they desert they will 
lose votes in their own party. Conse- 
quently th'6 Democrats of the senate, 
with the exception of those from Lou- 
isiana, may be expected to stand by 
the tariff bill.

1 Albany.—"Stories of torture of pris- 
oners in the middle ages sound like de- 
scriptions of luxuries In comparison to 
the tales that have been told me of the 
lives that some of the prisoners in Sing 
Sing live." 


This Indictment of New Tork state's 


oldest penal Institution is embodied in 
tlie report made by George W. Blake 
of New York, a special commissioner 
appointed by Governor Sulzer to inves- 
tigate prison affairs. 


The worst feature—that dealing with 


the morals of the convicts—Mr. Blake 
says cannot be discussed in a pub'ic 
document, but should, be called to tho 
immediate attention of those compe- 
tent to deal with the situation. 


The investigator describes conditions 


as "frightful." 
The prison cells, he 


says, are dark, small, damp, filthy and 
Infested with vermin. In them men 
contract rheumatism and go out crip- 
pled for life. Into none of the cells on 
the lower tiers has a ray of sunshine 
entered for eighty years. 


The report opens with a bitter attack 


on Warden Kennedy and on Colonel 
Joseph F. Scott, who was removed as 
superintendent of state prisons by Gov- 
ernor Sulzer after be had refused to 
appoint Charles F. Ratigan warden of 


by American Press Association, 


OOIONEL JOSEPH F. SCOTT. 


Auburn prison. Colonel Scott was ap- 
pointed superintendent of prisons after 
u successful administration, covering 
more than ten years, of the affairs of 
the Elmira reformatory. lie was con- 
sidered one of the foremost penologists 
In the country. President Taft 
sum- 


moned Colonel Scott to Washington to 
preside over the international confer- 
ence on prison reform held there two 
years ago. Mr. Blake in his report as- 
eails Colonel Scott bitterly and says 
flatly that liu has doue nothing to earn 
his reputation.

SECOND TRIAL SOON 


FOR SZABO MURDER 


Burton W. Gibson to Be Tried 


In Newburg This Time. 


Newburg, N. Y.—Burton W. Gibson 


will shortly be placed on trial for the 
second time charged with murder in 
having strangled Rosa Menschik Szabo 
in a rowboat at Greenwood lake, July 
1C last 


The previous trial of the lawyer took 


place last November at Goshen, Orange 
county, before Judge Arthur S. Tomp- 
kins and a jury of farmers.

An Interesting Glimpse of 


The City of Jerusalem 


(Written for the Advocate) 


Jerusalem, April lt», i 
. 


Jerusalem rests upon her heights 
as proudly as Rome upon her Seven 
Hills; she covers her rags and un- 
seemliness by a bright, cheerful ex- 
terior. 
She is a "City that is com- 
pact together," and 
the mountains 
are "round about her," but not as I 
thought—like the sides of a cup; 
they go in 
and out with deep val- 


leys 'between—once, I suppose, 
the 


beds of swilt streams but now dry. 
The city itself is upon a height, 


and stands a\\ay from the large set- 
tlement without, its walls—while yet 
of it—enclosed on all sides by its 
high wall. 


The yellow-white or gray stone of 
the building looks cheerful under the 
blue sky, and the gay garments and 
nonchalant air and life of the people 
makes it impress one still more as 
a place of content. 
But one finds 


misery and squalor enough within— 
without searching. 
Most 
of the 
streets within the walls are nameless 
and lie between narrow walls and of- 
ten these are arched over so that a 
large part of the city is practically 
under-ground and 
in these 
cellars 
people do business and many live. 
A!bove this bazaar life the roofs of 
the little stone houses stretch over 
the street, and to all intents and 
purposes are entirely remote. These 
roofs are play-grounds for the chil- 
dren and here the laundry dries in 
the breeze 
and here 
gardens and 
trees are cultivated and flourish. 


The poor animals are stowed away 


in the dark, cellar-like 
caves—but 
their leisure time is rare 
The arch- 


ed streets go up and down hills— 
hills up which we are aided some b 
steps and up and down these go bur 
dened camels, donkies and horses; i 
fact the animal that cannot climb 
rocky hill or go up stairs would b 
of no use in Jerusalem. 
Wagons an 


carriages 
are 
never 
seen 
as th 
streets are too narrow to admit them 
Outside the city 
walls, 
however 


cheap busses and shabby 
carriage 
are being 
dragged 
at a headlong 


breakneck pace by their horses, lash 
ed by their merciless drivers, up an 
down the steep hills and sweepin 
dizzily around curves. 
If the hors 


falls with a heavy load behind him 
the bystanders laugh; he is pulle 
up by ears, tail, or head, with th 
lash whistling over his ears and rais 
ing great welts upon his back, an 
once up, the slashing 
begins anew 


The donkies are not only lashed an 
beaten, but sticks with sharp meta 
points are used and used freely. 


The great places of interest in th 
city are the Church of the Holy Sep 
ulchre and the Temple Area. 
Th 
latter is the probable site of Solo 
mon's Temple, and is also associate 
with Abraham offering Isaac, i. e i 
contains the summit of Mount Mo 
riah, which has been 
built into 


charming 
Mosque, full 
of mosaic 


and windows of great beauty. 
Th 


Mohammedans possess all this Tern 
Pie Area and no "dog of a Chris 
tian ' is allowed to enter without a 
special permit and a liberal

sheesh.

This place and the Church of 'the 


Sepulchre and thai ol' the "Xativ- 
ity" at Bethlehem aio so surrounded 
by superstition and bigotry, wlnle 
guarded by soldiu> armed to the 
teeth, that the Chr, nan is perfectly 
willing to be told that there is but 
little chance of identifying 
these 


places 
with 
the 
actual 
places 


connec-ted 
with 
< hrist. 
At 
the 


Church of the Nati\it> in Bethlehem 
there is such rivalr\ that an armed 
soldier stands on guard night and 
day and glares evillv at anyone who 
attempts to look in. The parts of 
the church (like the 
others) are 


owned hy Armenians. 
Greeks and 


Roman Catholics, and between two 
sections of it a window hangs hea- 
vily draped with filmy cobwebs: no 
one is able to wash it as either sect 
would dispute his ui>ht with gun or 
sword. 
One door is used in common 
and on the days the (; reeks are there 
the Roman Catholkb cannot enter. 


If they can find nothing to "show" 
or to ask 
"backshppsh" for 
they 


pluck some one's hair and call it 
Mohammed's, and therefore sacred— 
at least to Moslems. There are two 
pillars in a mosque in the Temple 
Area that are quite close together. 
Through these the devout Moslem 
was forced to push himself if he was 
(to have hopes of heaven, but the 
Sultan being too stout for this lit- 
tle feat, ordered an iron structure 
put between the columns, so no lon- 
ger does the Moslem enter the Mos- 
lem heaven by way of the pillars. 
There is—howe\ er much 
these 


places 
are fought over—plenty of 
interest here in Jerusalem. 
Under 
the city extensive excavations have 
been carried on by Englishmen, who 
have at the same time improved the 
water supply. 
The remains of the 
ancient Jerusalem aie from 30 to 60 
feet below the present city and the 
ancient walls are bejond the present 
ones. These excavations have been 
carried on with great difficulty as 
they have found underneath the "re- 
fuse of centuries'—one city has been, 
built over the ruins of another. Of 
course if it were possible to dig ex- 
tensively under the present city they 
might lay bare the 
ruins 
of Solo- 
mon's great city, but with the Sultan 
of Turkey to deal with, this is im- 
possible. 
We have come across bits 


of Solomon's greatness, however, in 
our walks in the deep valley of the 
Kidron, where there is the mouth of 
a great aqueduct 
that suggests a 


Roman ruin, and portions of the an- 
cient city wall where the stones are 
as large as those ot the Great Py- 
ramid at Gizeh—some even larger— 
and these are all 
beautifully bev- 


eled. 
We have explored these valleys 
some and have crawled into tombs

The Jews, not having the su- 
perstition of the Egyptians, had best 
regard for the final resting place, 
though they cling strongly to asso- 
ciation with family or place, as is 
shown by their 
deep desire to be 


buried facing- Mt. Zion: for it is pa- 
thetic to see the simple flat slabs of 
stone that so thickly cover the op- 
posite hillside thai one cannot step 
between them. 
These have 
been 


ruthlessly chipped 
and hacked to 


pieces 
by Mohammedans ( ? ) who 


will never allow a Jew to put his 
foot upon their Temple Area. 


One feels sorry for the Jew here 


—especially for 
the poor 
at the 


"Wailing Place" where they gather 
to bury their heads in the broken 
portions of the old wall and weep 
with streaming faces. 
They are a 


people despised and persecuted, and 
a people without a country. ] hope 
the time will come when they can 
come back to their own land, when 
the Moslem reign is over.

apprentices are working under great 
difficulty in the dark cave-like vaults 
lighted only by lamps; but one hears 
the cheerful buzz 
of the "Singer" 


sewing machine there—like an old 
friend from home. 
Shoe makers, 
carvers in wood, weavers of cotton 
cloth and camels-hair, workers in 
skins—and right along side the tresh 
skins 
will be drying! 
Then one 


sees great piles ot" golden fruit, large 
lemons and the luscious Jaffa orange 
—as large as a small bowl, dates, 
cocoanuts and little apples about the 
size of a crabapple. 
Here they are 


making bread——kneading enormous 
quantities of it, rolling it out upon a 
itatole and baking it in crude stone 
ovens. 
Cattle are slaughtered just 


below and brought up through the 
narrow streets upon donkeys; skins 
are removed, spread out to dry meat 
cut and roasted right 
before your 


eyes. 
They make large quantities of 


excellent candy here—which draws 
out my maeterlicks (1 1-4 cents); 
they roast potatoes in oil to serve 
with small meat cakes and salads. 
The food is much more appetizing 
than is that of Egypt. 


Miss H——and I have just been

Henry VIII. of England. Henry's fa- 
ther had educated him for the priest- 
hood, when his elder brother, Arthur, 
died; thus mfeking Henry heir to the 
English 
throne. 
Arthur 
had been 


married to Catherine of Aragon, who 
brought him a 
dowry of 
200,000 


crowns. Sooner than to return this 
large dowry, the miserly old king mar- 
ried Catherine to Henry. 
She was 


some years older than her boy hus- 
band and a totally unfit wife for such 
a youth. 


In 1509 Henry VIII. became king. He 


•was eighteen years old and the most 
popular man in his kingdom. 
Hand- 


some, athletic, jolly, clever, he was 
the exact opposite of his miser father. 
England was weak from long civil 
wars and bad rule. She had sunk al- 
most to the level of a third rate power. 


Henry quickly changed all 
this. 


With splendid statesmanship he stead- 
ily lifted his country to a foremost 
rank among Europe's nations. 
He 


won victories against French and Scot- 
tish foes. 
Education and commerce 


throve. The land waxed rich and hap- 
py. For writing a church book Henry 
received from the pope the title of 
-Defender of the Faith." 'A prosper- 
ous, contented nation, daily increas- 
ing in greatness, was ruled by a wise, 
just and beloved king. 


So much for the first 18 years. Then 


came the change—a change that turn- 
ed a hero king into a blackguard. A 
change no historian has been able to 
explain. 
It was caused in the first 


place by a woman. 


Henry's wife, Catherine of Aragon, 


was growing old. 
He was still in his 


prime. 
She was homely, severe, sol- 


emn—his opposite in all things. They 
had had two sons, who had died in 
earliest Infancy. 
Their only living 


child was a 
sickly daughter (who 


later became Queen. Mary). 
Henry, 


up to this time, had treated his elder- 
ly wife kindly enough. There was no 
stain on his private life. 
His morals 


were unusually good, his career free 
from scandal. 
But, after nearly a 


score of years on the throne, he sud- 
denly fell in love with Anne Boleyn, 
one of Catherine's ladies-in-waiting. 
Anne was beautiful, weak, vicious; 
she was decidedly attractive in spite 
of the fact that she had two thumbs 
on each hand. 


Henry wished to marry her. He de- 


clared that his early marriage to his 
brother's widow 
was 
illegal, 
and 


sought to have it annulled. 


The pope refused to sanction so 


wicked a plan. 
Henry, thereupon, 


threw aside his allegiance to the Cath- 
olic church and to the pope, and de- 
clared himself the head of all relig- 
ious institutions in England. Then 
he proceeded to modify his country's 
religion and to behead all who would 
not conform to his new way of think- 
ing. 
He also abolished England's 


peaceful monasteries. Catholics who 
remained loyal to their church and to 
the pope were slain without mercy or 
justice. 
Protestants who objected to 


Henry's regulations were also put to 
death. Any man who crossed the mon- 
arch's wishes or ideas was executed. 
Whole families were killed for no bet- 
ter reason than that they obeyed their 
own consciences rather than the un- 
just orders of a tyrant. 
By Catholics 


and Protestants alike Henry grew to 
be loathed. His early popularity was 
drowned in oceans of innocent blood, 
shed at his cruel orders. Where once 
he had governed by love he now ruled 
by inspiring death fears. Some writers 
say that no less than 73,000 persons 
were executed during the last 20 years 
of Henry's reign. This is, perhaps, an 
exaggeration. But the victims could 
be numbered by thousands. The once 
genial, gracious sovereign had become 
a. monster. 


Anne Boleyn profited little by her 


marriage with Henry. Not long after 
the birth of her daughter (afterward 
Queen Elizabeth), she was suspected 
of unfaithfulness and was beheaded 
by Henry's orders. Next day he mar- 
ried Anne's la<ly-in-waiting, Jane Sey- 
mour. Jane died soon after tho birth 
of her son, Edward. Henry then mar- 
ried Anne of 
Cleves, 
a 
Flemish 


princess, whom he had never seen. 
At first sight he fell .Into a rage, cursed 
her for a hideous "Flanders mare," and 
divorced her. Soon afterward he mar- 
ried Catherine Howard. 
Doubting 


her loyalty to him, he had her put to 
death and married his eixth 
wife, 


Catherine Parr. 


How much oftener he/ might have 


gone to the altar, had h'e lived long 
enough, cannot be guessed. 
Ill-health 


had already begun to disfigure 
his 


handsome face, cripple his body and 
make life an agony for him. On January 
28, 1547, he died, in Mi lUty-sixth year, 
unmourned, hated; bis very memory a 
thing of horror.

NATION NEEDS MORE CATTLE. 


Demand 
For 
Meat Shown by 
Big 


Change* In Export Figures. • 


Washington. — The decrease in the 


meat supply available for exportation 
is illustrated shaTply by the February 
export figures, jflst compiled by thu 
statistical division of the bureau ol 
foreign and domestic commerce. They 
ehow the numbet of cattle exported it> 
the eight mouths ended 
with last 


month as 12,G5ti tiend against 270,'JUi 
head in the corresponding months ot 
1907 and the quantity of fresh beef ex- 
ported as 4,709.047 pounds against 175. 
806,049 pounds in the same months 
That this shortage in the exportations 
is due in part at least to au actual re- 
duction in the number of cattle in the 
United States is evidenced by the fact 
that the total number of cattle on 
farms, according to figures of the de- 
partment of agriculture, on Jan. 1 last 
was only 50,327,000 against 72.534,000 
on .Tan 1. 1907. 


Still another evidence of the demand 


in the United States for an increase in 
its cattle supply is found in the figures 
of the department of commerce, which 
show an enormous increase In the 1m 
portation of cattle, the number import- 
ed Into the United States in the eight 
months ended with last month being 
222,000 head against 12,513 head in the 
corresponding months of 1007.

TO PREVENT FLIES 


FROM BREEDING 


Keep the mannre, while it is in the 


stable, in a closed bin or pit. 


Screen stables if possible. 
Remove the manure at least twice a 


sveek. 


Every time the stalls are cleaned and 


the manure placed in the pit or bin 
sprinkle it with dry plaster (powdered 
gypsum) or slaked lime. 


Be sure that you sprinkle the cracks 


ond crevices iff the bin' or i>it as well 
its the cracks between the planking of 
the stall floors. 


If flies begin to breed in stored ma- 


nure they may be killed by thoroughly 
spraying it with kerosene or paris 
ftreeu and then pouring on enough wa- 
ter to wash the oil or poison well in. 


The objection to the use of kerosene 


is tbat it ruins the manure for fertiliz- 
ing purposes. 
A solution of iron sul- 


phate (one pound to a gallon), applied 
at the rate of one gallon a day in a 
stable where oue horse is kept, will 
Kill all the maggots. It costs about $1 
per 100 pounds, so that the cost of 
keeping files from breeding in a one 
horse stable Is about 1 cent a day. 


It is well to abolish old fashioned 


outhouses where possible. Where this 
cannot be done a liberal amount of 
lime should be user1., applied in small 
amounts daily. 
Chloride of limo Is 


better th:in slaked lime, but slaked 
Hints is bettor than none at all. 


Garbage cans should be thoroughly 


cleaned after emptying, and the con- 
tents should be sprinkled with crude 
oil, lime or kerosene oil.
